funding proposals

While many school districts across 
the north have worked hard over the 
jast many months to get the message 
out about the state of public school 
funding, and the viable solutions to 
these problems, a new dilemma has 
arisen. 

The dilemma involves the solutions 
proscribed, what is gaining traction, 
what is not, and what will work for 
northem Michigan schoo! districts, 
and what won’t. 

The dueling proposals are Proposal 
K-16, and a movement to “restore the

promise of Proposal A.” 

Proposal A was a tax reform pro- 
posal that was passed by Michigan 
voters overwhelmingly in 1994, It 
was not in and of itself a schoo! fund- 
ing praposal; rather, its objective was 
to lower property taxes, control the 
growth of property taxes, and im- 
prove the equity gap between school 
districts with high and low property 
values. In 1993, the state faced “run- 
away” property taxes, and subsequent 
millage failures due to high property 
taxes. 

Post-Prop. A, schools were no 
longer able to ask for new millages 
for added school funding revenue. 
One hundred percent of school fund- 
ing was now channeled through Lan- 
sing (see related story, below, right), 
through a complex system of tax-gen-

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Equity in school funding debated

Paul Soma, the chief financial of- 
ficer of Traverse City Area Public 
Schools, said that Traverse City’s 
schools are struggling under the 
weight of an inequitable system of 
schoo} funding. Because TCAPS is a 
“base foundation grant” school, it re- 
ceives the minimum per-student foun- 
dation grant, under the public school 
funding system proscribed by Pro- 
posal A (see related story, above). 
Currently, this amount is approxi- 
mately $6,700 per pupil. 

Bloomfield Hills Schoo! District, 
for instance, is funded at $11,835 per 
student — an annual difference of 
$56,367,176, based on 2005 student 
‘count. 

. No, it’s not the size of the school 
‘district. The difference is property 


_ values. When Proposition A passed in 


1994, its goal was to réduce property 
taxes, cap property tax growth and 
narrow the gap between high and low 
spending districts... ~ 


For those districts. whose property - 


taxes were already providing much 
more than the base foundation grant, 
the per-pupil funding was not de- 
creased, building in “‘a substantial gap 
“between Michigan’s highest funded 


and lowest funded schools,” accord- . 


ing to Chip Hansen, superintendent 
of East Jordan Public Schools. How- 
ever, until 2001, base foundation 
grant schools were given an equity 
payment which helped close that gap. 
In 2001, the state’s economy hit the 
crisis point, apd equity payments were 
discontinued. In some cases, already 
struggling schools were required to 
pay back a portion of those payments 
— with the lowest funded districts 
paying back a higher percentage that 
higher funded districts, according to 
Soma. 

“In fact,” Hansen said, “schools of 
approximately the same size, in terms 
of student enrollment, have dramatic 


‘differences in funding capability, even 
when schools are located in the same: 


geographic region.” 
This funding capability has a sig- 


-nificant impact on affected school dis- 


tricts. 

“Schools with greater funding ca- 
pability generally have higher fund 
balances (savings), borrow less 
money and pay less interest than do 
school districts with. lower’ funding 
capability,” Hansen said. 


“Itis logical that children across the 


state be treated fairly — equitably,” 


Soma said, but notes that the dispar- - 


ity: in funding is far from equitable. 
Soma believes that Senate Bill 246, 


or Proposal K-16, would increase that 


inequity. 

“Tt is a proposal by the rich for the 
rich. It would require the state to in- 
fuse more dollars into public educa- 
tion, but by percentage — so that 
highly funded schools will get even 
more money. The inequality in fi- 
nances would grow,” Soma said. “Tt 
doesn’t make sense, but there is po- 
litical power behind this. 

“Rich districts have the most po- 
litical power, and they want more 
money for public education. 

“Jam not sure public education 
needs more money, but it needs to be 
equitably distributed,” he added. “It 
is true that the majority of northern 
Michigan school districts are in the 


_ Same position we are. Let’s try and 


start to even out the playing field.” 
Soma believes that Proposal A was 


designed to address this equity gap- 


over a number of years, and that 
mechanisms were put in place that 
would eventually close it. But he be- 
lieves that northern. Michigan does 
not have the political voice to.defend 
itself against a trend toward K-16 and 
away from restoring Proposal A, be- 


“cause its schools districts are not 


working in:concert to be heard. 


- “We need to think globally, and’ 


Lansing needs to think globally,” he 


said. “It. is frustrating. Downstate 
schools have their own high-power 


lobbyists. Who has the time and 
funds from up here?” 

. State representative Kevin 
Elsenheimer is one Lansing law- 
maker who agrees. 

“Distribution is inequitable,” he 
said. “I would rather put my ener- 
gies into equity rather than guar- 
anteed funding (as mandated by K- 
16). This proposition would make 
it more difficult to get traction for 
equity.” 

“The argument is that base foun- 
dation schools should get what 
everyone else gets,” Hansen said. 


“T wouldn’t ever advocate taking - 


anything away from any other 


‘schools. We would like to get what 


we’ re getting, plus the equity pay- 
ment that we used to get. 

“There is probably some wiggle 
room in the funding formula to 
help base foundation schools, but 


it shouldn’t happen.at the expense - oe 
of higher foundation ‘grant — 


schools,” he said. “Every child is 
important, no matter where they 


- happen to live.” 


But, Hansen said, ahead: dis- 


" tricts have a responsibility, too. 


“We need to cut costs ‘where 
ever we can- The answer to this 


problem i isn *tjust throwing money :

Funhouse 
mirrors 


My mother says that memories are like funhouse mir- 
rors. Everyone sees something completely different, and 
no one’s memory is unstllied by the distortions of per- 
spective. 

My brother, Bill, once was dump hunting and cut him- 
self. been 

Dump hurititig iiself is'a memory from a rather too- 
distant past now. Land- 
owners used to have pri- 
vate landfills — big 
holes where they would 
throw their refuse, or at 
least that which wasn’t 
burnable or useful in the 
feeding of livestock or

the garden. 
We didn’t have a pri- 
vate dump, but we 


burned all of our papers, 

and all the food scraps 

vere tossed to the wind 
in the plum orchard behind the house. This was unat- 
tractive in the winter, when the white, crusted snow 
would be littered with orange peelings, egg shells and 
coffee grounds — but small creatures benefitted and the 
stuff composted naturally into the soil when the snows 
melted. Scraps were fairly few to begin with. Many of 
us, myself included, ate almost all of the orange peel as 
well as the sweet fruit it protected. At least that’s how I 
remember it. 

But many farmers once had dumps for their own use, 
so we would find those old nests of treasure and un- 
earth bottles and household goods of the greatest antiq- 
uity and value (to us). 

We played King of the Mountain on waves of sandy 
hills that we called the Pan Mountains, so full of cast- 
off cookware they were. We outfitted our playhouse 
splendidly with that cookware. (Some of my siblings 
will remember those hills as the Sand Mountains, and I 
concur: they were called both. As I recall.) 

We hid small dump-found goodies in a hole in the 
apple tree outside the house, like Boo Radley. 

But one day Bill cut his foot in the dump that bor- 
dered the orchard behind which we lived. He was hunt- 
ing barefoot and I think had warned us out of the dump 
while he searched, as it was too dangerous for bare- 
footed girls. We watched, and he rummaged. Suddenly, 
he flew out of the heap. Flew across the soft, green grass 
of the orchard, leaving a dew of red on the blades as he 
ran. I ran behind him, fast, worried about the crimson 
carpet laid before me in the orchard. 

That is all I remember. 

But here’s the funny thing: by all others’ accounts, I 
was not there. 

Could this be? Could I have this vivid memory and 
not have had the experience? Could this memory be a 
funhouse trick, the spoils of another sibling’s recollec- 
tions? 

We ail agree that my sister Sal was there. Bill was 
obviously there. Sal and Bill agree that I was not. I am 
forced to take their word for it. But I remember it. 

On third birthday, Nov. 22, 1963, our president was 
shot. I remember a floor model radio. I remember that 
Mom and Sal were crying. Blonde John, just a baby, 
was laughing, and I remember that it seemed distinctly 
inappropriate to laugh while Mom cried. Sal, barely 
older than me, cried, but I don’t remember whether I 
cried, too, or just stood in judgement of John for laugh- 
ing. 

I was three! Is this a memory, now, or merely the 
memory of a memory, a recollection piled on top of a 
retelling until there is no separating the event from the 
tale? 3 

Some memories are ever green. I know where I was 
standing when I watched the shuttle make its billowing 
white hook downward, watching television with my in- 
fant son in my arms. 

J remember where I was when Mom told me Dad was 
gone. It was their bedroom, and I had stepped into the 
velvet morning darkness to tell my parents goodbye be- 
fore I left for the school bus. Dad left last night, Mom 
said. I remember how the room smelled, all soft and 
warm and sleepy, a strange context for the betrayal of 
my whole childhood in one stunning second. 

But most memories are shadowy, changeable, sub- 
ject to suggestion and doubt. I must have created the 
memory of Bill’s cut foot from the generous recollec- 
tions of the sister who was there. 

Some of my memories have been appropriated by oth- 
ers, who claim an experience I: know to be my own, or 
who distort the reality of the event beyond recognition. 
It’s okay. I have my own little funhouse here and I can 
remember what I want. ;

Alma Boone was born to nee 
Mr. and Mrs. Gus Burns on 
November 29, 1912, in 
Boyne City. She had a very 
close relationship with her 
family which included four 
brothers, Cecil, Merritt, Bob, 
and Bill, and one sister, 
Thelma, who are all deceased 
now. Alma married Clayton 
Earl Boone on November 6, 
1932. They raised seven chil- 
dren including two who were 
adopted. Alma and Clayton 
were married for 56 years 
before his death on June 4, 1988. 

It was perhaps Alma’s brother. Bill, who had the greatest 
impact on her life course. Bill served in the U.S. Army during 
World War II and lost his life in combat in the Philippines at the 
age of 28. In support of her brother, Alma became involved in 
the war effort at home. Alma always took a firm stand for her 
beliefs. Her children have loving memories of their mother 
helping them with each of their victory gardens for which they 
won savings certificates. They also remember going with their 
mother to hunt for milkweed pods. Milkweed pods contained a 
down that was used to fill life jackets and vests for air pilots and 
Navy men. And they bought 10¢ stamps to fill a book. When 
the book was full, they turned them in for war bonds. 

Alma became very active in the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Chapter in Boyne City. She served two terms as Chapter 


president, first from 1955-56, and again from 1977-78. She 
served for two years as district president from 1969-71. 
She remains a member of the Boyne City V.F.W. Chapter. 

At the age of 17, Alma dropped out of high school to go to 
work. She often regretted this and so at the age of 65, she 
returned to Boyne City High School to earn her diploma. 
Alma said she felt privileged to have her first grade teacher, 
Mrs. Thayer, attend her graduation ceremony. Alma gradu- 
ated in 1979 at the age of 67 with her granddaughter, Oreen. 
She was the oldest student to graduate from Boyne City High 
School. Alma has spent her life in the Boyne City area, a 
community which she reminisces about with fondness.

erated revenue. 


But it was working. Homestead taxes were lower, and 
capped, and the gap between high and low spending dis- 
mis was closing, The new legislation created what was called 
a “base foundation grant,” whereby it set a minimum per- 
student allowance, which was distributed to all public 
schools. Schools which were, prior to Prop. A, receiving more 
per student due to higher Property values, did not have their 
per-student funds lowered, but the lower end schools were 
given an additional “equity payment” that helped balance 
out the difference between high and low budget districts. 

However, the new school funding tax system was less 

stable than the old Property tax system, and more suscep- 
tible to legislative changes, Between 1995 and 2000, Prop. 
A was changed more than 70 times, These changes, which 
were in the form of tax cuts to different businesses and enti- 
ties, seriously cut into the revenue which Prop. A originally 
directed to the funding of public education. 
Asa result of these tax changes. and skyrocketing costs of 
insurance, as well as the increased burden of staff retirement 
expenses, many Michigan schools have found themselves 
facing financial devastation. To make matters worse, the state 
froze the base foundation grant for three years. In some cases, 
school districts have also been required to pay back a por- 
tion of the equity funds they had received. 

To counteract these changes in revenue and expenditures, 
many northern Michigan schools have cut personnel and 
services, while trying not to let their financial challenges 
intrude on the classrooms. 

Proponents of Prop. A say it is time to repeal the tax cuts 
given to special interest groups. and restore those dollars to 
public education - to the tune of 85.7 million dollars a year, 
according to “A Review and Analysis of Michigan Tax Poli- 
cies Impacting K-!2 Finances” by Douglas Drake (May. 
2002). 

Besides the “return to the promise’> movement. another 
school funding reform proposal is gaining momentum in 
Michigan politics, and this proposal is called K-16. 

K-16, or Senate Bill 246, would provide a “guaranteed 
minimum yearly increase in funding for public schools. com- 
munity colleges and 4-year public universities which would 
be tied to the rate of inflation or five-percent, whichever is 
less," according to K-16: the Coalition for Michigan's Fu- 
ture, chaired by Tom White. 

A petition drive is underway statewide to get this proposal 
on the ballot. and White believes there is significant voter 
support for K-16. 
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White said, in a March news release, “Now if the Legisla- 
ture would come to grips with the fact that Michigan voters 
place education as a top priority, we could get on with the 
critically important task of putting our tax dollars where vot- 
ers believe they should go — first and foremost to fund K- 
16 education.” 

However, K-16 would “cost the state $1.53 billion in ex- 
tra spending in the first year alone,” according to a nonparti- 
san Senate Fiscal Agency analysis. 

“The immense cost of the proposal would mean deep cuts 
to other programs, with corrections, revenue sharing and 
Medicaid being the likely targets,” said Sen. Wayne Kuipers 
(R-Holland) in a press release. “If we don’t make those cuts, 
then higher taxes are the only alternative to balance the bud- 
get, and hiking taxes during tough economic times is ex- 
actly what we don’t need.” 

Sen. Ron Jelinek (R-Three Oaks), chair of the Senate 
Appropriations sub-committee on K-12 education funding, 
said that K-16 funding, if passed, would be paid for at the 
expense of other quality state programs. 

Locally, there is little administrative support for K-16. 

“| believe that K-16 has merit, but I believe the real situa- 
tion that K-12 schools face is that Proposal A has been 
tweaked or changed over the years,” said Gary Urman, su- 
perintendent of the Boyne Falls Public School. “At the time, 
Prop. A did work, but since then they (the legislature) have 
tweaked it and there is less money flowing from those rev- 
enues, We need to look at Prop. A and get it to work the way 
it was intended. 

“We've tied real hard here in Boyne Falls. We've done 
things recently that haven't been easy. We are trying to keep 
ourselves afloat without cutting the programs we provide 
our students,” Urman said. 

One of the issues Urman has with K-16 is the four years 
of college that would be guaranteed increases along with 
K-12 schools. He believes that because the colleges and 
universities have the capability of raising tuition, includ- 
ing them in the package distracts from the needs of public 
schools unable to increase revenues through taxation or 
tuition hikes. 

Neither Jim Cooper, superintendent of Boyne City schools. 
or Mark Eckhardt of the Char-Em ISD. are in favor of K-16. 

“Proposal A is good public policy — always was and al- 
ways will be.” said Eckhardt. “The K-16 solution. as I see it. 
it to Increase property taxes on local property owners. Where 
do you find that five- percent or rate of inflation increase? 
We wouldn't have to do this if we restored Proposal A.” 
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Eckhardt said that taxpayers should ask where the tax rev- 
enue is going to come from, because the money to fund K- 
16 isn’t there. 

Higher taxes? Cuts from other public services like com- 
munity mental health, infrastructure or corrections? These 
are the sources he and Cooper see as likely targets for fund- 
ing cuts should K-16 pass. 

“We have a responsibility to operate as efficiently as we 
possibly can. Hold us accountable for the other things, but 
fulfill the promise and responsibility of Proposal A,” Coo- 
per said. : 

Both he and Eckhardt agree colleges and universities have 
a source of funding in tuition, and do not share the funding 
crisis that K-12 educators face. : 

Chip Hansen, East Jordan Public Schools superintendent, 
is similarly unsupportive of the K-16 proposal. 

“Everyone understands that, like any public policy, there 
is good and bad,” he said. ‘The good is guaranteed funding. 
Bad: at the expense of what? 

“Tf clear heads work together - school organizations and 
legislature - it would be in the best interest of Michigan to 
take time to develop a system that would be better overall 
for the state, and for local public schools,” he said. 

“People expect to pay for services they receive from the 
state, but they also expect to get quality services,” said 
Hansen. He does not favor supporting education at the ex- 
pense of other important services, but believes the govern- 
ment and schools should create funding that best meets the 
needs of all the important state services - including public 
schools doing their part through cost containment and fiscal 
responsibility. 

Representative Kevin Elsenheimer (R-Bellaire) agrees. He 
said K-16 could negatively impact the coverage of roads, 
state police. justice and other social safety nets. Besides. K- 
16 removes, according to Elsenheimer, a “great deal of dis- 
cretion from legislation - removing oversight on spending.” 

“We would lose a layer of review in the educational fund- 
ing process. A rea] mistake,’ Elsenheimer said. “Who's go- 
ing to be watching the bank at that point? Part of the 
legislature’s job is to provide oversight.” 

It appears likely that K-16 will be on the ballot and much 
discussed over the next 12 months. Some who do not sup- 
port it now will perhaps join in the battle to get it passed 
should it reach voters in Nov., 2006, rather than have no 
funding reform at all. But for now, the consensus is not one 
of support. Area educators see much more promise in a “‘re- 
turn to the promise of Prop. A.” 
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at it. We need to collaborate, work together, cost con- 
tain,” he said: 

“If K-16 passes, we've built in inequity forever. If it 
fails, I hope the conversation inspired legislators to look 
| at funding that is flexible — flexibility is the strength 
of the system, and that shouldn't be compromised. 

“T think we will do business differently than we do 
| today if this downhill slide continues, but we will still 
| be in the business of providing a good education for

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PUBLIC SCHOOL 
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At their regularly meeting last week, the 
East Jordan Board of Education reviewed 
the 2004-2005 annual audit report with Jim 
Cusenza, who represents the district’s audit- 
ing firm, Hill and Schroderus of Petoskey. 
The report showed final revenues of 
$9,961,533 and final expenditures of 
$10,089,535, a difference of -$128,002, an 
amount that reduced the district's fund bal- 
ance to $824,491, representing approxi- 
mately eight percent of the district’s operat- 
ing expenditures. Cusenza congratulated the 
board and the administration for making dra- 
matic budget reductions over the past sev- 
eral years. 

“You saw the train coming,” Cusenza said, 
“and you took action to improve your finan- 
cial position.” Cusenza pointed out that the 
district has made more than $1,000,000 in 
budget cuts over the past two years — cuts 
necessitated by declining state revenues. 

“If you hadn't proactively managed your 
budget, your financial position would be far 
worse than it is today,” he added. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen warned the 
board that more reductions will likely be 
necessary in 2006-2007. 

“Until Michigan does something to ad- 
dress the equity issue, base foundation 
school districts are going to take a dispro- 
portionate brunt of Michigan’s economic 
pains,” Hansen said. “Equity is a key issue 
in Michigan. Our legislators are going to 
have to get serious in a bi-partisan way to 
address the issue positively.” 

One solution, Hansen said, is working to 
reinstate the equity payments to base foun- 
dation schools that have been discontinued 
during Michigan’s economic slump. 

“We used to get our foundation grant in- 
crease and an equity payment, and that 
helped to reduce the gap between base foun- 
dation school districts with smal! fund bal- 
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ances, and high foundation grant districts 
with substantial fund balances,” Hansen 
said. Such payment is necessary, accord- 
ing to Hansen, especially in a time of 
state-wide crisis. He added that the cost 
of fuel is a perfect example of the need 
for greater equity. The cost of a gallon 
of diesel fuel is up 48 percent over the 
past year, he said, and the cost of heat- 
ing fuel will be up 30 - 40 percent this 
winter. Those costs will be a bit easier 
for the high foundation districts with 
large fund balances to endure, Hansen 
said, than they will be for a base foun- 
dation district with a smaller fund bal- 
ance. 

“These are hard facts for the state to 
ignore, especially since 75-percent of the 
students in Michigan go to schools that 
are funded at the base foundation level 
of $6,875 per student.” 

In other news, the board heard a re- 
port on the district’s five-day, full-day 
kindergarten program. The report was 
provided by members of the kindergar- 
ten teaching team, including Mary 
Anderson, Charity Patten, and Nancy 
Trumble. The teachers expressed a lot 
of enthusiasm about the new program 
option, and the postitive impact the pro- 
gram has had on their students. 

“The students are really settling down 
into the routine, and we’re able to cover 
the material in greater depth than in the 
past,” Anderson said. The teachers also 
reported that the program has been very 
popular with parents, a point that was 
confirmed by Cal Prins, the elementary 
school principal. 

“Every parent I’ve seen has raved 
about the program. It lookes like we've 
offered the right option at just the right 
time,” he said. 
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
